A tto m y General Gives Personal A t­ 
tention to Situation W ith As­ 
sistance of Detectives 


C R IM E S

Nearly 
100,000 
Criminal 
Cases 
Brought by Government Waiting 
Trial in Federal Courts 


(By United PreiaV 
Washington, Sept. 15.— A nation­ 
wide wave of law violations toda" 
taxed the energies of several govern­ 
ment departments. 
Attorney General Daugherty is giv­ 
ing personal attention to the situa­ 
tion with the assistance of govern­ 
ment detectives, members 
of 
the 
cabinet and a special committee of 
lawyers. 
Crime, especially offenses against 
the federal 
government, 
has 
in­ 
creased approximately eight 
times 
since the pre-war period, records of 
the justice 
department 
and of the 
federal courts show. 
Nearly 
100,000 
criminal 
eases 
brought by the government and its 
agents now are waiting trial in the 
federal 
courts. 
The department of 
justice is spending nearly $20,000,- 
000 a year in maintaining courts aud 
the number is insufficient to cope 
with the situation. 
Attempts to defraud the govern­ 
ment generally follow the lines 
of 
raising checks, counterfeiting coins 
and bajik notes, presenting false lo ­ 
tions for compensation to the war 
risk bureau and the like. 
Mail robbers obtained in loot ap­ 
proximately 
$6,000,000 
worth 
of 
checks, certificates, bonds and other 
securities in the last ten or twelve 
months, according to the reports of 
the postal inspection service. Most 
of this, however, was recovered. 
Violations of the prohibition laws 
also are crowding the courts to such 
an extent 
that 
Attorney 
General 
Daugherty has proposed the- estab­ 
lishment 
o f 
special 
tribunals 
to 
handle this business. 
In addition the 
department 
of 
justice is burdened with the in ves­ 
tigation and prosecution of hundreds 
of cas^s of alleged 
war 
contract 
grafters. 
In 
addition, 
anti-trust 
investigations are pending.

Practically every large city in the 
country is confronted with the p ro­ 
blem of meeting record enrollments 
of pupils with inadequate facilities 
for 
sheltering 
them, according to 
telegraphic advices to the 
United 
P ress today. 
The situation has resulted in v a r­ 
ious makeshifts, such as “part time” 
systems, 
hasty 
erection 
of flimsy 
structures and the use of portable 
buildings. 
Overcrowding 
of 
the 
schools, it was shown, is giving fu ­ 
ture citizens their education on 
a 
sort of installment plan. 
The lack of school space is due to 
high price and scarcity of building 
materials difficulty of the municipal­ 
ities in obtaining funds and failure 
of builders to 
complete 
structures 
within contract time. 
Only seven out of 33 cities report­ 
ed conditions near normal. 
In New York City the total school 
attendance is expected to tie more 
than 
900,000. 
There will be about 
[810,000 in the elementary schools, 
an increase of 12.5 percent over last 
year. 
Between 90,000 and 100,000 
pupils will lie on “ part time.” In tile 
high schools the situation will 
lie 
even worse an expected enrollment 
of 90,000 being 
a gain of 16.2 per 
cent.
